CALUMET, Mich., Nov. 30.—During 
the deer hunting season, which opened 
Nov; 10 and closed today, there were 
46 accidents in the upper peninsula, of 
Michigan.r20 of which were fatal. More 
deaths are expected. 


Practically all the accidents were 


due to carelessness, several fatalities 
being caused by the ignorant handling 
of firearms by green hunters. In four 
cases men who killed persons accident- 
ally left their victims to die unattend- 
ed. In 28 cases hunters were shot by 
mistake for deer. More game fell and 
niore hunters were killed or maimed in 
northern Michigan this season than in 
any year.

Rev. far. Cady in a sermon to his congregation in Boston on Sunday 


startled his hearers with the plainness of his discourse on marriage. He 
eaid young people are allowed lo grow up without any knowledge of tl.u 
sacred things of life and plunge into marriage without the k'nowlr-dg-e or the 
self-control to adjust it to themselves. What Dr. Cady said in this respect 
is very largely true. It is also as he says that the high cost of living defers 
many from getting married, and that the entrance of woman into industrial 
life operates powerfully for the destruction of the family. Women who earn 
good wages are. Unwilling lo .give up their positions to take Ihe risks ol' 
poverty, in matrimony. That is certainly one great reason why there are so 


mauy old maids. 


There is another phose of tlie subject on which Dr. Cady spoke with 


emphasis. It is the facilities offered for divorce. Divorce, lie says, is the 
resort of the rich, not the poor, for the indulgence of 
the polygamous 


instinct and unfortunately many states seem lo favor Ihis abuse by 
laxity of their laws. It is true that divorce is far more prevalent amon- 
the wealthy than among the poor. The latter have families that ns a rule 
hold them together, but if in any case a married couple who are poor inn*', 
separate they do so without resorting lo divorce. 


' Rev. Dr. Cady told how numerous divorced people are at fashionable 


resorts like Newport, II. I., it being a common thing to find "ifl per ceni. 
of the ladies at so-called social functions, "women o£ record'' or otherwise, 
divorced. It is really an alarming state of affairs, and it' the stories of llu> 
cases were known the conditions might appear even worse.

\vlio was an eye witness of the chargo 
nl tlie I'slH brigade at Balaklavtt. in the 
Crimean war and was later engaged in 
tin.' suppression of the Sepoy 
rnlHlIion 


in India, died here yesterday at 
his 


home, after an illness of but a few 
days anil at the ago of 73. 


He had lived here since 1870. the 


year he immigrated to this country, 
and livo years after he receiver! his 
honorable discharge from the British 
army, in which he had 
served 12 


years. Ho enjoyed a pension from the 
British government. 


He was born in BaJlypooreen. Ire., 


JUKI at the ago of 17 enlisted in the 
nrmy and served in thu Crimea during 
the Uvo years of that, war. Me xised to 
declare' that during the 
entire- war 


he never removed his bell. 


He was stationed in South Africa 


after the war till sent to India, where 
h<; served amid tcrrlbli' hardships till 
the rebellion was suppressed. In re- 
c"Ut yr-ars he was fond of telling of 
his adventures in India, of the long- 
forced marches in swainps with snakes 
almost curling around his legs, and of 
the terrible slaughter 
of the 
Sepoys 


wherever the British encountered them, 


jit- claimed to have seen a line of 


treasure chests a.mile long containing 
valuables that had belonged to Indian 
princes and had been 
taken by 
the 


army. 
Jlr. Geary was discharged in 1SC5 and 


received a grant of a pension three 
years ago. He is survived by his wits 
and by six sons and three daughters.

THIS STATE CLOSED TO TRAMPS 


The Civic League of Massachusetts reports this state'free from tramps. 


It is not that there are no tramps hut that 'they are.not harbored here at 
night without being brought into police court as vagrants^ ndxt'day. For 
that reason they keep out of this state and hence we n'o'longer find any of 
the places of rendezvous for the knights of the road that ..were .formerly 
so common. 


It is a good thing to keep them out for the reason that the visitation 


of any large number means that depredations of one kind or another are 
pretty sure to follow. 
Moreover, they go from house to house in guest of 


food and often terrorize women where they call. Of course tramps must 
be cared for somewhere, and when they are found here .they are usually 
sent to the state farm at Bridgewater. 
. 


. I t was formerly the custom to harbor tramps at the city farm aud even 
at the police station, and then the.number of daily .visitants was;yery large. 
They were not sumptuously treated but Jhe lodging 'was the .main thing 
sought by them.

MARRIAGE TOO LIGHTLY REGARDED 


Rev. Dr. Cady in a sermon to his congregation in Boston on Sunday 


startled his hearers with the plainness of his discourse, on marriage. He 
said young people are allowed to grow up without any knowledge of. tho 
sacred things of life and plunge into marriage without the'knowledge or the 
self-control to adjust it to themselves. What Dr. Ciidy said in .this respect 
is very largely true. It is also as he says that the high cost of living deters 
many from getting married, and that the entrance of woman into industrial 
life operates powerfully for the destruction of the family. Women who earn 
good wages are unwilling to give up their positions to take the risks of 
poverty in matrimony. That is certainly one.great reason why'there are so 
many old maids. 
• 


There is another phase.of the subject ou which Dr. Cady spoke with 


emphasis. It is.the facilities offered for divorce. Divorce, he says, is the 
resort of the rich,'not the poor, for the indulgence of the 'polygamous 
instinct and unfortunately many slates seem to favor this abuse by -the 
laxity of their laws. It is true that divorce is far more prevalent among 
the wealthy than among the poor. The latter have families that as.a rule 
hold them together, but if in any case a married couple who are poor must 
separate they do so without resorting to divorce. 


Rev. Dr. Cady told how numerous divorced people are at fashionable 


resorts like Newport, K. I., it being a common-thing to find 50 per cent, 
'of the ladies at so-called social functions, "women of record";or otherwise, 
divorced. It is really sin nlnrmihg slate of affairs, and. if the stories of the 
cases were known the conditions might appear even-worse.. 


SOME IMMIGRATION PROBLEMS. 


One of the greatest problems to be discussed'by the conference, of 


governors at Frankfort, Ky., is that of distributing immigration.to ihe parts 
. of the country in which it is most needed and to restrict the further crowd- 
ing of the cities along the eastern coast to the injury of skilled workmen, 
the menace to public health and disappointment tb themselves. 


Thousands of the immigrants would have been far better off in their 


native land when they are here, endeavoring.to eke out a living in the 
crowded factory cities of the east. Most of them were not accustomed .to 
factory life and succeed at it only after long experience. Were they sent 
out to the farms in Kansas and other stales where the crops are very 
heavy and labor scarce, these European immigrants .would accomplish more. 
They would feel morn at home and they would be more successful. 


As our immigration is conducted now there is very little attention given 


its distribution with the result (lint hundreds of cities .that have too many 
idle already are overrun with unskilled labor ready to do anything to' 
ciirn a dollar. 


We might learn n valuable lesson in the nrt of colonization 
from 


Canada which lias n much bolter system of regulating,immigration than wo 
Jsavo yet attempted. 
Morrovty, the Cnnadian immigrants nro all doing 


good work in their respective spheres Whether it bo as farm laborers or 
infill to help build the railroads and state highways. 


In order to direct tho immigration as to its dontltiat.ion, it' would bo 


necessary to hnvo booking agent'; at foreign ports in order that Immigrants 


, would not bo imposed upon by cunning Hgents who want only their inonoy.
